In one part of the decision 
the 
Leonard case refers to the Gannon caso 
I- the following language: 
"Again, 
under the reasoning In In re Gannon. 
«9 Cal. 641, the action of the Grand 
Jury, charged by the Court, or by opera- 
tion of taw, and it was said the oplra- 
tion of the year did not effect such dis- 
charge by operation of law." However, 
that part of the Gannon case Is not the 
law of this State, for the reason that It 
is purely ebltur dictum. The case was 
decided solely upon the gro»n$ that a 
collateral attack could not be made upon 
the Grand Jury and that the petitioner 
In that case being but a witness, his 
attack was collateral.- This was also 
subsequently held in the case of Ex parts 
Hsyweod, 91 Cal. 647 In which case the 
dictum of the Gannon case was -wholly 
Ignored by the Supreme Court. 
It has been so often held that obltur 
dictum Is not law but merely an expres- 
sion of opinion by the particular Jus- 
tice who happened to write the same, 
that even the other Justices who con- 
curred cannot be said to: have agreea 
to anything more than was required for 
the determination of the: case. It might

He pointed out that the 
1*000 allotted to th* commission from th 
general fund was not sufficient, and asked 
that the, balance In the general fund, 111,- 
877.»5, to which he said the commission 
was entitled, be transferred to It, stating 
that such action would permit of the pay- 
ment of the bills. 


The following items Gorham 
stated 


were due: The last payment on thg en- 
gine at the electric light plant; the cost 
of the boiler, which would be installed 
and ready for payment within two weeks, 
|6000; and.a payment of 18000 on arc 
lights. The balance to the credit of the 
commission on August 1, including the 
*5000, Gorham said was $6117.77. 


Councilman Bullock for a time demurred 


at the payment, arguing that Bookkeeper 
Goldsworthy, at his request, had given 
him an estimate of $6000 as betiig neces- 
sary to carry over the commission until 
the, first of September, doldsworthy ex- 
planled that he had understood provision 
would > be made for the" future, that is 
until the taxes for the present fiscal year 
would be available, it was unanimously 
agreed that the. bills should be paid by 
the city. 


ALLEGES 
DANGER. 


Just before leaving Gorham Said he

date. Ha has It shipped In bond to the 
United States, where at the port of ar- 
rival It Is taken in charge by customs 
Inspectors, corded and sealed and sent on 
to Its destination In bonded cars. 


"Should the destination be Oakland, 


and a bonded warehouse should be estab- 
lished here, the goods are placed in stor- 
age and taken care of until such time as 
the local merchant finds a sale for his 
wares, when he !s allowed to regain pos- 
session of them by the payment to the 
collector of customs of sueh duties as 
have been assessed on his Importation 
by the 'customs appraiser

PERMITS FOR HUNDRED HEW BUILDINGS WERE 


ISSUED BY OAKLAND BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


New Structures in Construction in Ml Wards of City but Greatest 


Activity Is Noted in the First, Where Improvements 


Represent Many Thousands. 


Richarfc B. Ayer, the present treasurer 


of Oakland is one of the most practical 
men who has ever filled that offloe. He 
takes a great deal ol Interest In tjae de- 
velopment of Oakland and in afforded 
pleasure In noting that development as 
it is indicated by the business of his of- 
fice. 
gjnce his Incumbency in the position, 


Mn Ayer has been 
paying 
quite an 


amount of attention to the Increase In the 
business of the office and bas been es- 
pecially impressed with the volume which 
lias been developed In the license de- 
partment.eounce OF REVENUE. 


The more the population Increases, the 


greater the number of licenses for dogs, 
expresses, auto*, saloons and restau- 
rants and other places and Individuals 
that are required by law to pay the city 
for permission to conduct business with- 
in the city limits of the municipality. 


Speaking on the subject, Mr. Ayer in- 


formed THE TRIBUNE representative 
that the Income of his office during the 
past fiscal year from business, alone, 
•was over $206,000 and that that mm 
represanted an Increase over the receipts 
of the preceding year of $58,774.20.
